This is what they expect todo.Their 
money and bond have been daposited 
with the commissioners of Tuscaraw- 
as county for the fulfillment of one of 
strictest franchises ever made in Ohio.

TALKABOUTTEACHERS 


Why Should Not Graduates of Our 


Schools Be Employed? 


ISSUE IS TAKEN WITH DR. FREW

EDITOK AQK—I note iu a report of 
the proceedings of the board of educa- 
tion at a meeting held May 3 that the 
gentleman who has been honored -by 
by being elected president of such 
board declared against employing our 
graduates as teachers in our schools. 
It correctly reported the declara- 
tion was made without qualification. 
Upon tbe proposition I take issue 
with the honored gentleman. 
' 
What do we graduate our pupils for 


II tbey are to be discriminated against 
in the field to which they are best 
adapted, namely, teaching in our 
primary schools. -Would it not.be 
just as consistent for our merchants, 
physicians, lawyers and other classes 
of employers who require of their em- 
ployes a diploma ' as evidence' of 
their 
educational quaiidcations to 
say"You ara a graduate of our schools. 
Therefore I cannot employ you.'' 
What sort of stamp does the honored 
gentleman propose to place upon our 
graduates? Can it be that a, diploma 
of ^graduation from, our Coshocton 
schools •Iocs not count for anything? 
If this be true, whose fault is it? 
Is it because our schools are deficient, 
that our board of education has" not 
the capacity to, manage, our schools, 
tbe lack of proper appreciation of the 
value of educational training of our 
children, or want-.of proper concep- 
tion of the curriculum or inability - to 
test the merits' of the teachers em- 
ployed? L maintain that the board of 
education - is the only 
competent 
testimony, 
and 
if ' the 
position 
taken 
by tbe 'honored gentleman 
is warranted then he as a member of 
such board, having served nearly two 
terms of three years oacu, stands con- 
victed by his own testimony. 
I am not in position to say as -to 
whether our graduates or any of them 
are qualified to teach, but I take it 
that after having reached the highest 
degree in our schools, as evidenced by 
the certificate of graduation,and pass- 
ing 
aft examination 
as 
to 
their capabilities to 
teach and 
.ire granted a certificate 
therefor 


by a regularly constituted board, then 
and in every, such case I insist our 
graduates should not be discriminated 
against simply because they have 
iave graduated from our Coshecton 
schools.

Los Angeles, May 10.—From a 


fcroad, blue-canopied pavilion, sur 
rounded by the members of his cab- 
inet, Governor Nash of Ohio, notables 
froia • many states and President Me 
Kinley reviewed the floral parade of 
the Los Angeles carnival. The city 
was packed. The population .of Los 
Angeles, according to the census, is 
over 100,000, but the streets must have 
beld almost twice that number. A 
troop of cavalry preceded the presi- 
dent's/carriage to the reviewing stand. 
As each carriage reached the review- 
ing stand the ladies in it saluted the 
president, who was kept on his feet 
most of the time returning these 
charming greetings. He apparently 
enjoyed his experience greatly. Each 
lady carried a bag of rose leaves, and, 
after saluting the president, she threw 
a handful of the soft petals into his 
bor. Before the parade was over he 
was ankle deeij in rose leaves. 


Considerable excitement was caused 


by the discovery that a pickpocket 
had been at work in the crowd and 
had relieved two members of the 
party, Secretary Wilson and Colonel 
Charles A. Moore, of their pocket- 
books. Later the thief was arrested.- 
Several pocketbooks were found on 
his person, a gold nugget which Mr. 
Moore's son had obtained at the Con- 
gress mine in Arizona, and Secretary 
Wilson's pocketbook. which contained 
1175. The thief proved to be a pick- 
pocket well known to the police. 


Upon his return to Los Angeles in 


the afternoon the president received 
Governor Nash anl the Ohio congres- 
sional delegation at the hotel.

nor Nash of Ohio and his party left 
for San Francisco.

of the day was a visit paid by Presi- 
dent McKinley to Mrs. Jessie Benton 
Fremont, the aged widow of General 
John C. Fremont. Mrs. Fremont was 
injured in an accident about a year 
ago,

with her at her home.

England and Wales. 


London, May. 10.—According to the 


returns of this year's census, the total 
population of England and Wales is 
32,525,716. This,is an increase over 
the population "of 1891 of 3,523,191, or, 
in other words an increase of 12.15 
per cent in the last 10 years. The in- 
crease for the decade between 1881 
•and 1891 was 11.05 per cent. Accord- 
ing to the census 48 counties show in- 
creases, -while 14 show .decreases. 


Short on Pig Iron. 


London, May 10.—Considerable ex- 


citement was caused on the Birming- 
ham Iron Exchange by the news that 
an American syndicate was .buying up 
all the stocks ;of Cleveland pig iron.

and counted their dead. The casualty 
list was a long one. but the night had 
more cheer than "the preceding .on*. 
There was uo wild scramble tor over- 
sight loaua of Northern Pacific stock, 
and the new day seemed to bo fair in 
promise. The rumor that J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company and J. J. Hill were, 
after all, on top in the fight to "control 
Northern Pacific, stirred the crowd, 
but* the chief concern was for the fu- 
ture of the market. As to the' latter 
a very hopeful view generally pre- 
vailed. 


"The medicine has been _ hard to 


take," said John W. Gates, "but it has 
dome, good. There'was too much spec- 
ulation and It had to be checked. This 
Northern Pacific settlement will clean 
things up. The banks saved the day, 
and I feel quite sure there will be no 
failures of any size." Mr. Gates would 
not discuss his personal losses, but 
told a dog story that was eloquent in 
expression. "I knew, a man in Youngs- 
town/" he said, "who^had a poor yel- 
low purp. Well, that-dog was kicked 
so hard and so often that he walked 
sideways. 1 am walking sideways." 


The Situation". 


New York, May 10.—A party to the 


conference relating to the strained 
conditions in Wall street this week 
made statements and explanations 
which give to the contest in Wall 
street a different construction 
from 


that generally accepted down town. 
He said: 


"Kuhn Loeb & Company will let out 


their Northern "Pacific to shorts at 
9150. Positive statement is made that 
J. P. Morgan & Company will notify 
shorts that.they will be released of 
short obligations to Morgan & Com- 
pany on the basis of 150. This will 
be the penalization. The shorts will 
get no stock from Morgan & Company. 
They will only get freedom. 


The Burlington deat has already 


been, accomplished. The Morgan-Hill 
Interests control the Northern Pacific 
stock and the board of directors has 
absolute power to close the Northern 
Pacific-Burlington merger without the 
consent of two-thirds of Northern Pa- 
jciflc stock. The old law of the North- 
ern Pacific prescribed that two-thirds 
of the stock should assent to such' a 
transaction as the present deal. This 
provision, still printed in the manual, 
accepted as authentic, has misled the 
opponents of Morgan-Hill plans, be- 
cause, in the reorganization, the two- 
thirds provision was abolished and 
the power was vested solely in the 
board of directors. 


The board had stipulated that 


when two-thirds of the Burlington 
stock had been deposited in a desig 
nated trust company the Northern Pa- 
clflc-Burlingtoh deal should be thus 
automatically closed. The stock has 
been deposited and the transaction is 
consumma: d. 


"Meanwhile the Kuhn-Loeb Inter- 


ests, believing two-thirds stock con- 
sent In Northern Pacific necessary to 
consummat m, have striven to absorb 
enough Northern Pacific to prevent 
two-thirds consent, with results seen 
In Wall street this week. They discov- 
ered .that wo-thirds consent of. the 
Northern Pacific stock was not nec- 
essary^to the Morgan-Hill deal, and 
that they bad acted on wrong informa- 
tion of that point. 


"Moreover, they .learned that while 


the Northern Pacific script they held 
and their paper, contracts made the 
aggregate they had sought, the paper 
contracts were in part empty, for the 
shorts could not get the stock. they 
had agreed to deliver. Conviction was 
compelled that Morgan-Hill had the 
real goods—the script—and therefore 
that the accumulation of Northern Pa- 
cific in the hands of Kuhn, Loeb ft 
Company was strategically valueless. 


"Hence, according to a statement by 


one of the Kuhn-Loeb group, the 
Northern Paclflc-Burllngton deal Is 
sure and safe. This being true, Kuhn, 
Loeb & Company have no tactical use 
for their load of Northern Pacific, and 
will therefore let it out to shorts at 
150, and discharge makers of paper 
contracts U, deliver stock they could 
not get on the same basis.. 


"This action makes logical the 


stated design of Morgan & Company 
not to deliver Northern Pacific to 
shorts, though shorts may purge them- 
selves of their short obligations at 150. 


"This release by Morgan-Hill, and 


the letting out of actual stock no 
longer useful to them by the opposing 
interests, is expected to relieve the 
tension and smooth out the complica- 
tions in Wall street. 


"In the light of these facts and con- 


ditions, it becomes apparent why Mor- 
gan-Hili interests declined the prop- 
ositions of their opponents to loan 
Stocks pro rat a."
